As the movement’s founders age, a young leader calls on his generation.

TAMPA — Rafael Pizano has 
emerged as the young leader 
among Cuba dissidents in Tampa. 
Without him, there may not have 
been a future for the campaign. 

For years, local Cuban hard- 
liners have been aging away. 

It’s a movement started by 
those who fled the island after 


Fidel Castro’s rise and by those 
who initially stayed, fought, were 
imprisoned and later left. 

But these originals are now 
senior citizens or gone, and the 
next generation is not as inter- 
ested in the cause. 

“Where are others of the newer 
generation as myself, born of par- 
ents and families who endured 
like mine?” asked Pizano, 37, son 


of a former Cuban political pris- 
oner. “Although they are around, 
I wonder where they are.” 

So, over the past two years, 
Pizano has taken it upon himself 
to lead the charge and holds out 
hope he can enlist others from 
his generation who live in the 
Tampa area, home to the third- 
largest Cuban-American popula-

Deep South braces as 2018 
arrives with unrelenting cold

ATLANTA — Bitterly cold temperatures 
spreading across the Deep South will be 
potentially deadly, as freezing weather 
will likely last for several days in a region 
more accustomed to brief bursts of arctic 
air than night after night below zero. 

Frozen pipes and dead car batteries 
were concerns from Louisiana to Geor- 
gia as overnight temperatures in the 


teens were predicted across the region by 
tonight. 

This summer, when Atlanta’s larg- 
est homeless shelter closed, its longtime 
director worried that people would die on 
the streets. 

The upcoming week could test whether 
she was right, as advocates say they’ve 
seen far more homeless people living out-

ISTANBUL, Turkey — Iranian President Has- 
san Rouhani on Sunday acknowledged the 
grievances of protesters who have held wide- 
spread demonstrations across the country over 
the past four days, saying that Iranians have 
the right to criticize the government and that 
those who took to the streets were angry over 
economic corruption that 
has long plagued the Islamic 
Republic. 

Rouhani addressed the 
nation in his first comments 
since antigovernment unrest 
began Thursday, in the larg- 
est protests since an uprising 
over disputed election results 


shook the nation in 2009. Hassan 
From the capital, Tehran, to Rouhani 
Kermanshah in the west and fired back 


at President 
Donald Trump. 


the holy city of Qom in the 
north, Iranians defied police 
to vent frustration against a 
government that allows limited space for polit- 
ical dissent. 

Rouhani called on protesters to refrain from 
violence and damaging government property. 
After a night of escalating unrest saw attacks 
on government buildings and violent confron- 
tations with police, the moderate president, re- 
elected to a second term in May, took a concilia- 
tory tone.

TAMPA — He had no biological sons, but that 
was just a technicality. 

Hundreds — perhaps thousands — can attest 
that few had a stronger, more nurturing pater- 
nal presence in Tampa’s inner city than Billy 
Reed. 

“Just a great guy,’ said retired peer Frank Per- 
muy, who won more than 1,300 baseball games 
in a local high school coaching career spanning 
more than 40 years. 

“Not just a good baseball man but just a gen- 
uinely good man. There’s no telling how many 
lives he touched, especially in his area. He had to 
be a father figure to a lot of guys — a lot of guys 
— in his area.” 

Mr. Reed, who helped develop major league 
stars Dwight Gooden, Gary Sheffield and sev- 
eral others during an iconic high school coach- 
ing career in Hillsborough County, died Satur- 
day evening of natural causes.
